The second section says the mayor shall 


not be a member of the school board 01 
overseers of the poor. This is for the pur- 
pose of allowing the mayor all his thnefoi 
the financial interests of the city. 


Section three says the president of the 


council shall not be a member of the school 
board. 


Section four makes a joint convention 


mandatory by order of the mayor. 


Section five makes the acts "of the joint 


convention not subject to the mayor's ap- 
proval. 


Section six and seven are technical. 
3Ir. i;ichardson further quoted the fact 


that the school teachers would not, be paid 
off today as an evidence of unbusinesslike 
administration of the city council as now 
constituted. 


Louis H. Kileski. chairman of the re- 


publican city committee, argued for the 
bill as a matter of convenience at elec- 
tions, also in view of tlie prospective- 
growth of the city. 
.Sonic provision must 


be made for a fair representation. In 20 
years from now there will probably be an 
increased population 
of from i'f)".UOO to 


25,000. Situated as Lowell is. there is no 
necessity of referring the bill to the peo- 
ple. 


Ex-Mayor Stott said that the city has 


not been redistricted in 21) years and will 
not be for 10 years more if it" is not clone 
now. 
Lowell is unfortunate in maiiv re- 


spects. 
In this case this action seems 


necessary in the interest of good govern- 
ment. He wished to state tliat the demo- 
crats as well as republicans have signed 
the petition.

He attacked the seventh clause which wa 
carefully overlooked by the republicans.

Zealand where the government has legis- 
lated for the masses and not exclusively 
for the classes. 
• The public works system is under co- 
operative management of contracts, begun 
years ago. The government builds rail- 
roads, roads and public, buildings, select- 
ing men through a labor bureau. 
Special 


care is exercised to give relief to the right 
unemployed. Xo one is allowed to apply 
unless lie has been out of work at least 
one week. Applicants not previously em- 
ployed on public works have the prefer- 
ence, men Hying near the works over 
those from a distance, married men over 
single, ami a ballot is taken where other 
means of classification are not satisfac- 
tory 


The "Factories Act'' in force applies to 


all places where t\vo or more persons are 
employed in any handicraft or in prepar- 
ing or manufacturing any article for sale, 
and any place in which machinery is used 
for manufacturing or packing goods. 


All factories or workrooms are to be 


registered by the occupier (power being 
reserved to withhold registration if the !

N'o person under 16 may be employed un- 
ess he or she has passed the "fourth 
tandard" in education, and has got a cer- 
ificate of ritness. No girl under 15 not 
ilready so employed may work as a type 
etter. Women and young people may not 
)e employed where wet spinning is carried 
n unless the workers are protected from 
vet. 


The employment of persons under speci- 


icd ages is forbidden in regard to certain 
inhealthy trades. In case of boys under 
6 and all female operatives the hours of 
abor are not to exceed 43 in the week,and 
10 such person is to be emploj'ed between 
p. m. and 7.43 a. in.

•eekly half holiday.
